Satyrical  Anecdote. 
IN  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  of  witty  memory,  a  man  of 
obfcure  birth  and  education  had  the  good  fortune  to  do  tha 
monarch  an  important  piece  of  fervice  ;  for  which  his  friends 
importuned  the  King  to  make  him  a  Gentleman:  to  which 
he  fatyricaily  replied,  c<  that  that  was  altogether  out  of  his 
power,  but  he  was  willirg  to  make  him  a  Lord,  if  they 
thought  proper." 


The  works  of  the  great  Lord  Bacon  contain  the  following 

rules  rcfpecting  the  weather — which  may  be  ufeful,  i' 

attended  to  in  the  feafon  for  making  hay. 

iftx.  IF  the  new  moon  does  not  appear  till  the  fourth  day, 
it  prognofticates  a  troubled  air  for  the  whole  month. 

2d.  If  the  moon,  either  at  her  firft.  appearance  or  within 
a  few  days  after,  has  her  lower  horn  obfcured  or  dufky,  or 
any  way  fullicd,  it  denotes  foul  weather  before  the  full ; 
but  if  (he  be  difcoloured  in  the  middle,  ftorms  are  to  be  ex 
peeled  ab :>ut  the  full ;  or  about  the  wane,  if  her  upper  horn, 
is  affected  in  like  manner. 

.  3d.  When  the  moon,  on  her  fourth  day,  appears  pure 
and  fpotlefs,  her  horns  unbluntcd,  and  neither  flat  nor  quite 
erect,  but  betwixt  both,  it  promifes  fair  weather  for  the 
greateft  part  of  the  month. 

4th.  An  erect  moon  is  generally  threatening  and  unfa- 
vourable, but  particularly  denotes  wind  ;  though  if  (he  ap- 
pear with  (hort  and  blunted  horns,  rain  is  rather  to  be  ex- 
pected. 

The  above  obfervations  have  been  attended  to  for  many 
years,  and  were  never  known  to  fail. 

"  Behold  the  labourer  of  the  glebe,  who  toils, 
In  duft,  in  rain,  in  cold  and  fultry  fkies  ; 
Save  but  his  grain  from  mildews  and  the  flood, 
Nought  anxious  he  what  fickly  flars  afcend." 
An  ea/y  and  expeditious  Mecbod  of  finding  the  Interest  of 

any  Jum  of  Money,  for  any  number  of  days,  at  the  rate  of 

fix  per  cent,  per  annum. 

MULTIPLY  the  fum  in  pounds  by  1.3d  part  of 
the  number  of  days,  and  cut  off  two  figures  to  the 
right,  which  are  half  farthings the  reft  of  the  figures  are 
millings ;  then  for  every  pound  in  this  fum,  deduft  3d.  ~, 
and  you  have  the  intereft.  Note,  this  rule  fuppofes  the 
year  to  confift  of  365  days  and  fix  hours,  and  is  confequent- 
ly  truer  than  any  table  of  intereft  yet  publ  fhed  ;  and,  on 
account  of  its  expedition,  mould  be  preferred  to  any  rules 
or  tables  we  know  of.

SOLITUDE. 

IN  fol'itude,  if  we  efcape  the  example  of  bad  men,  welike- 
wife  want  the  counfel  and  converfation  of  the  good. 

The  life  of  a  folitary  man  will  be  certainly  miferable, 
but  not  certainly  devout. 

Tothofe  whopafs  their  time  in  folitude  and  retirement, 
it  has  been  juftly  objected,  that  if  they  are  happy,  they  are

ed in  idle  wifdom,  and  folitary  pleafures.

His  breath  is  conta- 
gious, his  friendfhip  a  fnare,  fclf  hia  center,  and  his  creed 
annihilation.
